Swamp Buggy? What's a Swamp Buggy? 


It's a monstrosity, vaguely resembling a 


car, built from junked autos, planes, trucks 
and whatever else is available. It can look like 


a praying mantis or a low-slung turtle, but it 
has one main objective: to power over, and 
through, the mud and ooze of the Everglades 


Swamp. 


Down in Naples, Florida, what started out 


as a vehicle for hunters has now become a 
bi-annual event, October and February, which 
attracts some 8000 spectators to watch any 
number of contestants having fun as the 
culmination of the three-day "Swamp Buggy 


Days." 


The course, a grueling "figure 8" winding 


through the treacherous cypress swamps, has 
not only waist-deep mud but also, in stra- 
tegically-located places, potholes which drop 
some of the buggies almost out of sight. 
Competition is run in heats, based on power 
plants, type of drive, sex of driver and other 
classifications. To win takes strength, deter- 
mination, a machine which stays together and 
plain old luck. 


For the happy winner, there is a purse 


which, last year, went to $4,500. Also, there 
is the honor and pleasure ol driving the 
Swamp Buggy Queen around the course in the 
victory lap. The final honor comes when both 
victor and Queen are unceremoniously lifted 
from their chariot and dumped into the ooze 
to close out the muddy melee.

prepared lengthy regula- 


tions on the us? of rubber bands. 
After explaining, for the uninitiat- 
ed, exactly what rubber bands 
arc, the memo goes on to In- 
struct employes on how to use 
them: "First, pick up the bundle, 
apply facing slip (destination in- 
formation) on the top or bottom 
as required; second, pick up the 
rubber band, place over the long 
dimension of bundle; ami third, 
pick up second rubber band, place 
over short dimension of bundle 
at the centiu." 


To make sure that everything 


is abundantly clear, the regula- 
tions are 
illustrated to show 


proper use of the bands. Postal 
officials plan to keep tab, through 
progn-ss re|x>rts, on just how the 
transition 
Is proceeding. Per- 


haps 
rubber bands will outper- 


form the traditional twine.Some- 
how, though, we can't see that 
this sort of thing will restore 
any snap to the postal service.

nis ts around the DMZ battered 
the outpost of Con Thlen Friday 
with almost 400 artillery, rock- 
et, mortar and recoilless rifle 
shells. 


Early 
today,

130-round mortar barrage, the 
North 
Vietnamese 
attacked 
a 


Marine 
battalion's 
position 


south of Con Thlen, using tear 
gas 
and 
advancing 
behind 


smoke grenades. 


For the next three hours the 


tattle 
raged a mile below Con 


Thlen, with American flareships 
overhead to light the battlefield 
and 
spray 
the 
Communist 


jump-off points with fiery Ga- 
tling gun rounds.
